Energy code change 
is focus of workshops 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) adopted new requirements 
for energy conservation now included in the State 
Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The new 
provisions took effect on January 1 and they consti- 
tute an entire replacement of the current Chapter 
13, which affects all new commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, is offering a year-long series of training seminars 
on the new energy code. Architects, engineers, inte- 
rior designers, contractors and others are encouraged 
to attend. For more information about the training 
schedule and registration, and to see the content of 
the new requirements, visit the BBRS Web site at 
www.state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm or for schedule and 
meeting information, call/write the BSA at 617-951- 
1433x221/bsa@architects.org.

Grants available to boost 
public design awareness 


The Boston Foundation for Architecture (BFA) has 
issued its 2001 requests for applications, which is 
designed to elicit proposals for programs that elevate 
pubic awareness of planning and design issues, espe- 
cially among children.

The 80-Ib code is here 


“Due to the interest expressed by the BSA, the office 
of State Publications and Regulations will shortly 
begin phasing in a stronger paper stock for the State 
Building Code loose-leaf binder,” reported 
Massachusetts Secretary of State William Galvin in 
April. 


For as long as many of us can remember, one of the 
most significant problems with the State Building 
Code is that it falls apart..literally. Printed on less- 
than-durable paper stock, the published code most 
of us purchase was not up to the incessant handling 
it got from those us who used it every day. 


Over a decade ago, when he assumed leadership of 
the Legislative Affairs Committee, former BSA presi- 
dent Michael Hicks AIA — a tenacious and effective 
public-policy activist — began lobbying the state to 
print the State Building Code on stronger stock. A 
small matter, some thought, and one the State did 
not take seriously until recently. 


Overshadowed by the extraordinary legislative victo- 
ries the profession realized last Fall was the agree- 
ment by the State, finally, to print the Code on 80- 
Ib stock, a substantially heavier stock than had been 
used in the past. Secretary Galvin, who said the state 
will try to avoid increasing the price for the more 
durable version, also said that for some period of 
time the Code is available in both the old 50-lb edi- 
tion and the new 80-Ib edition. 


Secretary Galvin also agreed to investigate the archi- 
tecture profession's ultimate goal for the Code, that 
is, to put it on a CD to offer every user “word 
searchable” access to the Code.

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Architecture without borders? 


As we import and export architects and architecture, 
notes ArchitectureBoston editor Elizabeth Padjen 
FAIA, “the profession has embarked on a period of 
enormous fluidity as architects cross regions and bor- 
ders in the global marketplace...but we still do not 
understand fully what this will mean to architecture 
and the evolution of cultural identity.” 


This phenomenon, which some have called the glob- 
alization of architecture, is at the heart of the June 
issue of ArchitectureBoston, the quarterly ideas maga- 
zine published by the BSA. The highlight of this 
issue is a roundtable discussion among foreign-born 
architects working in Boston but designing work in 
other nations. These are architects, according to 
Padjen, “who are acutely sensitive to the social impli- 
cations of their work, who are eager to embrace 
intellectual free trade. These are the pioneers of the 
next phase of globalization.”

Beacon Hill listens 


Green building tax credits, affordable housing and 
chapter 40B, construction reform, frivolous suits 
against designers, the power of the Board of 
Registration of Architects, and licensing fees were 
among the issues addressed when scores of design 
professionals throughout Massachusetts converged 
on Beacon Hill in April for our annual Design 
Professionals Day at the State House. (A few of the 
committed players are listed in the column at the 
right.) 


Developed by AIA Massachusetts and the BSA sever- 
al years ago, in recent years we have welcomed the 
collaboration of our engineering colleagues and 
other design professionals with whom we share com- 
mon interests. Members from Amherst and 
Springfield and other western Massachusetts com- 
munities helped to remind our state legislators that 
we represent a state-wide profession concerned about 
legislative impacts on small businesses as well as 
large. Our political consultants, former state legisla- 
tor George Bachrach and Paul Pezzella, honed our 
strategy for the day, arranged the key meetings with 
legislative leaders, and guided us effectively through 
this effort once again. 


As was clear at the end of last year’s legislative ses- 
sion, which was marked by several significant victo- 
ries for our profession, our representatives on Beacon 
Hill want to hear from us.

The cost is clear 


“Would you buy a car with poor gas mileage, poor safe- 
ty standards, no operations manual, no personal air 
controls, no reuse potential and maximum maintenance 
needs? If not, then why do we purchase these features in 
buildings where we spend 80% to 90% of our time?” 
(Rebecca Flores, Director of the Green Building Alliance 
in Pittsburgh, quoted in the Spring 2001 issue of The 
Cornerstone) 


For years, the inevitable question surrounding envi- 
ronmentally appropriate activity has been, “I'd like 
to save a tree but how much will it cost?” The BSA 
Committee on the Environment this past year has 
been delving deeply into the cost issues of green 
building. Several trends have made cost issues easier 
to address: 


© We now have experience and data about a num- 
ber of high-performance buildings constructed using 
an integrated design process. 


© Green buildings are no longer experiments; there 
are established systems that work with predictable 
results. 


© Financial incentives to offset higher capital costs 
of green building are growing; the Committee has 
prepared an outline of some of the incentives avail- 


able in New England. 


© Standard construction labor, materials, and tech- 
nologies costs have risen sharply while green materi- 
als and technologies have become more widely avail- 
able and less expensive; the equation is now easier to 
calculate. 


Of course, energy costs are huge variables in assess- 
ing the financing of green building. Reducing that 
impact increases the accuracy of project finance pro- 
jections. The New York State Energy Research and 
Development's Green Building Program has deter- 
mined that an increase of less than 1% in construc- 
tion costs results in an annual energy savings of 
32%. In other words, the 1% increase is paid back 
in two to four years even without considering the 
inevitable rise in energy prices. Considering mainte- 
nance and replacement costs of less-efficient systems, 
it’s possible to see a 20-fold return on that 1% 
investment in 30 years of building life. 


As our landfills get full, open space reduced, energy 
costs become more erratic, the number of new toxic 
chemicals grows, and the effects of poor indoor air 
quality become more clearly apparent, the advan- 
tages of green building multiply. The real payoff 
comes when all green building practices are integrat- 
ed throughout design, construction, and occupancy. 
The savings in total become greater than the sum of 
the individual parts. Some of these savings are: 


© Lowered maintenance costs. With careful planning, 
more efficient and durable equipment and materials, 
systems are monitored, commissioned and last much 
longer resulting in less replacement and upkeep 
(think of the one efficient lightbulb that takes the 


place of 20 incandescent lamp changes). 


© Saved resources. We know how expensive water is 
in the Boston area and it’s not hard to reduce its 
usage by 40% through fixture selection and design. 
Using durable, recycled materials has the benefits of 
less harvesting, processing, and waste-hauling. 


© Less square-footage required. Through careful sit- 
ing, fenestration, and building envelope design, sys- 
tems and lighting can be drastically downsized 
requiring fewer fixtures and less equipment as well as 
the associated building space they occupy. In the 
Erie-Ellington Homes in Boston, for example, these 
savings contributed to a residential project that costs 
less to build than the typical non-green counterpart. 


© The potentially colossal savings in better health and 
productivity. Study after study shows that productivi- 
ty rises, absenteeism decreases, learning in schools 
becomes more effective, and healthcare costs 
decrease as a result of building green. Natural light, 
good air quality, and some visible connection to the 
outside world should be considered requisites of 
building design. Since 98% of building costs over 30 
years are for operations, maintenance, financing, and 
employee costs (according to the Building Owners 
and Managers Association), even a 1% increase in 
productivity results in exponential paybacks. 


These are green building economic advantages that 
are quantifiable. Another future savings may include 
lower insurance costs. A more helpful, less risky, 
more predictable building is an ideal scenario for the 
insurance industry. Then there are the effects of 
including the economic externalities associated with 
green building. In economics, an externality is a 
side-effect for everyone who is not accounted for in 
a market transaction. The scent of a bakery making 
pastries in the morning is free to all, an example of a 
positive externality. Carbon emissions that result 
whenever we start the car or light the wood stove 
have negative effects on the earth’s climate. Strategies 
for carbon accountability include a carbon tax that 
would totally transform our present economic for- 
mulas. In this equation, not building green would be 
an extinct practice.

School project costs examined 


In an effort to provide the Massachusetts 
Department of Education with hard data on the 
costs of designing and building high-quality schools 
at reasonable and controlled costs is the focus of a 
report prepared by the BSA’s Educational Facilities 
Committee in collaboration with the Massachusetts 
Association of School Superintendents. 


The core of the report is the collection and array of 
school project cost data covering the period from 
1996 to 2001; eleven Massachusetts architecture 
firms that regularly engage in the design of public 
school facilities contributed to this database. 


The report urges the state to help communities 
establish accurate school building budgets and deter- 
mine reimbursement amounts and real costs to the 
taxpayers by adopting what the report refers to as 
“cost factors” based upon current real-world costs of 
such projects. For example, the report argues that for 
FY 2002, the cost factor for an elementary school, 
including furnishings/equipment/technology, would 
be $192/sf and, for high schools, $204/sf. 


The recommendations contained in the report are 
now being discussed with the Department of 
Education and the hope is that the state’s policy 
regarding the level of reimbursement for school proj- 
ects will be revised appropriately in the end. The col- 
lection of data and preparation of the report for the 
Committee was the work of Phil Poinelli AIA, a 
member of the Committee, which is co-chaired by 
Earl Flansburgh FAIA and John Miller FAIA. For 
more information, Poinelli may be reached at 
p_poinelli@smma.com.

Office information management 
system is proposed 


Have we reached that point in history at which 
paper and all the storage associated with paper can 
be dispensed with in light of the arrival of the age of 
technology? 


Three years ago, an extraordinary and unsung task 
force led by Peter Sugar ALA began to devote month- 
ly meetings to this question and to the development 
of a sensible office information management system 
that might be helpful to BSA member firms and 
others. 


Working with Brian Kelly, Tom Scarlata CSI, CCS, 
AIA, Christiaan Semmelink AIA, and Will Truslow 
III, Assoc. AIA, Sugar initiated the research necessary 
to determine what kinds of information were impor- 
tant to keep, what elements of existing information 
management systems were worth adapting, and how 
to describe an efficient and manageable system for 
use by architecture firms. 


Over the past three years, Sugar and his Office 
Information Systems Task Force colleagues led sever- 
al workshops at Build Boston on this issue to gener- 
ate ideas and critiques from architects and others. 
The Task Force has now published a 20-page draft of 
its recommendations, which begins with a descrip- 
tion of the kinds of information that need to be 
saved/stored (correspondence, meeting records, tele- 
phone conversation notes, construction documents, 
contracts, photographs, etc.), why these items should 
be saved, and how they might be saved. The report 
also describes the Task Force’s examination of the 
impacts of electronic information systems on our 
offices, the legal issues surrounding information stor- 
age, the control of documents, accessibility of docu- 
ments and it also includes appendices that offer ref- 
erence sources, a possible filing system, and a possi- 
ble document numbering system. 


“The intent of making this draft available now,” said 
Sugar, “is to solicit critiques and ideas from anyone 
interested in this issue. With those critiques, we 
hope to be able to refine our recommendations as 
appropriate.” Sugar noted that the ultimate goal, of 
course, is to provide architects and others with the 
basic information necessary to develop an effective 
in-house information management system.
